dinpoſed of Artificers, as it was in its pri- 
mæval State, when ſome few Catechetical 
Queſtions were neceſſary to declare a Man

On. 
The Terms of Free and Aceeptel Ma- 
fonry (as it now is) has not been heard of 
till within theſe few Years; no Conſtitu- 
ted Lodges or Quarterly Cotnihimitariohs 
wete heard of till 1691, when Lotds and 
Dukes, Lawyers and Shopkeepers, and 6- 
ther ** T radeſmen, Porters not ex-

From the Accepted Maſons ſprang the 
Real Maſons, from both ſprang the Gor- 
mogons, whoſe Grand-Maſter the Volgi de- 
duces his Original from the Chine/e, whoſe 
Writings, if to be credited, maintains the 
Hypotheſes of the Pre-Adamites, and con- 
ſequently muſt be more antique . Ma- 
ſonry. 

The moſt a and open Society is that 
of the Grand Kaihehar, which conſiſts cf 
a ſelect Company of Reſponſible People, 
whole chief Diſcourſe is concerning Trade 
and Buſineſs, and promoting mutual Friend- 


ſmip without Compulſion or Reſtriction. 
But if after the Admiſſion into the Se- 


crets of oa. any new Brother ſhould 
dilkke 
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diſlike their Proceedings, and reflect upon 
himſelf for being ſo eaſily cajoled out of 
his Money, declines the Fraternity or ſecludes 
himſelf upon the Account of the C Quarterly 
Expences of the Lodge and Quarterly Com- 
munications, notwithſtanding he has been 

legally admitted into a Conſtituted and Re. 
gular Lodge, ſhall be denied the Privilege! 
(as a Viſiting Brother) of knowing the My. 
ſtery for which he has already paid, which 
is a manifeſt Contradiction according to 
the Inſtitution of Maſonty itſelf, as will 
evidently ea 00 the following Trea- 
tiſe. .
